A message from your CSU prez

Accreditation was implemented 
to protect and enhance the role of 
students in the democratic 
development of universities in Quebec. 

The first benefit relates to its 
relationship with the — university. 
Accreditation will legally recognize the 
relationship that presently exists with 
the University. It legally clarifies this 
relationship. 

The second benefit relates to 
the CSU’s membership as defined by its 
own by-laws. The CSU By-laws state that 
“Every undergraduate ... shall be a 
member of the Student Union....” 

However, as it stands the by- 
laws do not reflect the reality at 
Concordia University. 

Specifically following the 
accreditation of the Commerce and 
Administration Students’ Association 
{CASA} and the Engineering and 
Computer Science Students’ Association 
{ECA}, students placed themselves in a 
privileged situation compared with 
other members of the CSU. 

CASA and ECA members use 
the services, vote, and hold office - but 
they pay no fees. Arts and Science, Fine 
Arts, and Independent students pay $2 
per credit for CSU membership while 
CASA and ECA students get a free ride. 

This situation wasn’t supposed 


to happen under Law 32. It somehow 
just happened. All that the CASA/ECA 
accreditation was supposed to mean 
was that these new organizations 
would exist in addition to the CSU. 

Yet, this situation has created a 
great deal of confusion surrounding 
many aspect of the CSU. 

Commerce and Engineering 
students have all the rights of 
membership in the CSU (they use the 
services, they vote in elections, hold 
office, and are employed by the CSU}, 
yet they do not pay the same 
membership fee paid by Arts and 
Science, Fine Arts, and Independent 
students. 

Accreditation will solve this 
probiem in a manner that is beneficial to 
the entire Concordia community. 

Uniting all undergraduates 
behind one organization would offer 
many benefits to the student body. 

This would include providing 
services and fostering community, as 
well as encouraging student 
participation in building a_ better 
Concordia. 

The CSU is already working 
hard to provide a _ welcoming 
environment for students and promote 
the university externally. 

We can accomplish even more

with everyone welcome = and 
participating on an equal footing. Right 
now students from ail Faculties work 
together within the CSU. This is 
something that doesn’t happen very 
often at Concordia. 

Concerns have been raised that 
Commerce and Engineering students 
will be “double billed” foliowing 
Accreditation and that this is unfair. 

However, what is truly unfair is 
that these students are presently 
benefiting from two organizations 
while paying only for one. 

They are being subsidized by 
everyone else. Commerce and 
Engineering students have a long 
history of participation in the CSU. 


Last year an Engineering 
Student came in second in the 
Presidential elections, while the 


President of CASA was the campaign 
manager for a Commerce student in the 
running. 

This year Commerce and 
Engineering students are involved in 
every aspect of the CSU. Commerce 
and Engineering students have all the 
rights of membership - it is only fair that 
they accept the responsibilities, too. 
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Accreditation will not 
increase the existing Student Union 
fee. 

It will ensure that all 
undergraduates pay equally for the 
benefits provided by the Concordia 
Student Union. 


The CSU recognizes all 
undergraduates as members. 
However, not all members are 


presently equal. 

All students enjoy ail the 
rights of membership. 

This means that we can vote 
in elections and can hold office, use 
the CSU services (Reggie's, Job and 
Housing, the Hive, free phones, 
Handbook/Agenda, Clubs...) and 
enjoy all other benefits. 

Yet, not all students have the 
same responsibilities. At present only 
Fine Arts, Arts & Science and 
Independant Students pay fees to the 
CSU. 

CASA and ECA are members 
of the CSU, they do not pay fees but 
can access CSU services. 

Accreditation will make all 
students equal.

It is the actual document 
which has the potential to give 
undergraduate students, more 
power and recognition in the 
university.

These advantages 
would be guaranteed under 
Quebec law. 


Under this law, students 
are required to have a minimum 
amount of space within the

the Faculties of Commerce & 
Administration {CASA} and 


Engineering and Computer Science 
{ECA) accredited under Law 32, the law 
governing student associations in 
Quebec. 

The CASA and ECA were the 
product of this development. The CSU 
is now seeking the same recognition 
and protection, at the university-wide 
level that these associations enjoy at 
the Faculty Level. 

The CASA and ECA 
accreditation has had an enormous 
impact on how student groups work

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university, which would ensure 
space on the Board of Governors 
and Senate. 

Although undergrads 
already have spaces there, these 
are not guaranteed to them. 

Accreditation will also 
allow the Concordia Student 
Union to build a stronger and 
more efficient structure. 

By voting YES, the 
Concordia Student Union would 
be the vehicle through which all 
these advantages could be 
delivered. 

Voting YES means more 
power to students. 
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on campus. It has been extremely 
beneficial for students in these 
Faculties. 

However, it has had particular 
repercussions on the CSU. 

Although students in those 
Faculties remain voting members of the 
CSU, they do not pay the membership 
fee presently paid by students in the 
Faculties of Arts & Sciences and Fine 
Arts as well as Independant Students. 

Accreditation wants to assure 
equal membership for all 
undergraduate students at Concordia 
University. 


@ ~The role CASA and ECA 
presently play is protected under 
Quebec law. Nothing will change this 
status. 

Accreditation differentiates 
student associations along several 
lines. 

Among these. lines are 
departmental, faculty and institution- 
wide. 

The Accreditation of the CSU 
will take place, as outlined in its own 
by-laws, at the university-wide level. 

This will in no way overlap on 
or restrict the role of any faculty 
association. 

On the contrary, it will allow 
a. clearer. and more. defined 
relationship between the different 
associations in this university. 

By voting YES, students 
ensure themselves a better and 
stronger representation on a variety 
of levels.

What do they have to do with CSU's accreditation drive ? 


For many years CASA and ECA 
voluntarily paid “Service Contracts” to the 
CSU. However, the leadership of CASA 
has for the past four years and the 
leadership of ECA for the past two years 
refused to pay this fee. 

The fast time CASA paid a service 
contract they paid $33,000. This year’s 


CASA executive has refused to pay 
anything at all for two of the past four 
years and offers only $9,000 for the 
remaining two. It was this action on the 
part of the CASA executive that forced the 
CSU into the only option remaining - 
Accreditation.

A Parade for "Zero Student Poverty” 


L et the clowns out, 
the parade for “Zero student 
poverty” shall begin. 

The Canadian 
Federation of Students-Quebec 
(CFS-Quebec) is planning 
another demonstration on 
March 31st 1999. 

The demo will focus on 
ail the usual issues of student 
debt and student poverty, but 
its form will be different. 

The demonstrators will 
take part in a parade, with alli 
the trappings. 

CFS-OQuebec. along with 
the Fine Arts Action Committee 
are preparing absurd puppets, 


fantastical floats, street theatre, 
dancers and musicians in hopes 
of making student voices 
heard. 

According to the 
organisers, the traditional 
means of protest alone, such as 
placards in the streets and 
leaflets, don’t attract the 
necessary attention anymore. 

Some even suggest that 
these forms of communication 
are, in fact, a dead language. 

They believe that the 
serious injection of creative 
energy, the visual messaging 
and the expression of differing 
groups brought together at 


one venue will start and 
continue a new trend in 
political expression. 

CFS-Quebec is providing 
funds to student groups 
interested in participating. 

All students with good 
ideas and creative concepts are 
invited to take part in the 
project.

PERSONAL VERSUS PUBLIC ART 
A Fine Arts Student challenges the limits 


First, there was the wall blocking the 
space. Then a hole was made. The barriers 
opened and discussion surfaced on the other 
side. 

“It was a blank wall, a very direct blank 
wall,” Jay Sturley said when describing 
Jonathan Plante’s art exhibition. 

The exhibition in the VAV Gallery that 
was held in the first week of December was 
part of an international week to honor victims 
of AIDS. 

It was 
called “A Day 
without Art” and 
a great wall was 
erected in the enterance of the VAV gallery to 
send a message of how the world would be 
like without the art of AIDS victims. 

“The wall stood there as a reminder of 
the voices of artists that we no longer can 
hear,” Rebecca Watt director of the VAV 
Gallery said. 

Jay Sturley a Concordia Fine Arts 
student challenged the wall and its silence. 
“He asked me: ‘why be silent about it?’,” Watt 
said. 

“After many hours _- of 
discussion and contemplation, | came 
to the conclusion that a wall signified 
a division. | wanted to meet the wall 
with its own force,” Sturley said. 

Paul Sigurdson used a 
sledgehammer to make the initial hole in the 
wall. Sturley then walked through the hole 
and moved through the division. 

“By being who | was, | had to interact 
with the wall. | had to open up a relationship 
with it,” Sturley said. 

Jonathan Plante, the artist behind the 
wall, believes that Sturley, by destroying the 
wall, reacted in a violent way. 

“In the name of the others, he decided 
that the wall should be destroyed. He 
imposed his interpretation on the rest of us,” 
he said. 

Plante added that there are a thousand 
and more ways to see the wall and that the 
meaning we give to the artwork only 
depends on who looks at it.

Sturley probably saw the wall as 
representing institutions and barriers, Plante 
added. 

Sturley was intrigued to see if 
something was on the other side. 

“It is about understanding something 
larger than a wall. It is about what is behind 
it,” Sturley said. 

His interaction with Plante’s artwork 
has caused great astonishment among 
Concordia’s artist community. 

The question is how much is the 
public allowed to interact or react to 
artwork before it is considered 
vandalism. When does personal art 
become public art? What is allowed and 
where are the limits? 

“| think it sparked off a whole new level 
of dialogue,” Cynthia Hammond a teacher in 
the Fine Arts department of Concordia said. 

In fact, Hammond decided to add this 
issue in to her curriculum. 

“It is an issue that students feel very 
strongly about and | wanted to give them the 
opportunity to discuss it in a formal setting,” 

she said. 

She thinks 
there are 
many valid points 
of view that can 
be attached to 
the matter and 
that Sturley’s action marks an important 
moment in the history of the VAV Gallery. 

Sturley is interested in people’s honest 
reaction and wants them to debate on the 
matter. 

He believes that nothing is permanent 
and that things are in constant movement. 
“The work of art is only a transitional state,” he 
said. 

Plante is glad that dialogue surfaced 
out of this incident but he feels that violence 
should not be the vehicule of discussion, 
especially not in a university.
